Mat it please your Excellency, 

I Lave the honour to present to your Excellency the following Report and 
detailed Tables concerning Agriculture in Ireland for the year 1886, which have been 
compiled and arranged in the same manner as those for the previous year. 

A review of the detailed Tables confirms the observations I made when presenting the 
General Abstracts in August, and the Produce Returns in December of last year. 

The following is an analysis of the information contained in the tables : — 



PART I.— TILLAGE; MEADOW AND CLOVER; &c.

The area under Crops in 1886, compared with 1885 shows an increase of 76,988 acres 
— 17,547 acres being in tillage, and 59,441 acres in meadow and clover. There is a de- 
crease of 88,413 acres under Grass, and of 2,084 acres under Fallow, while there is an 
increase of 13,294 acres under Bog, Waste, Water, See., and of 215 acres under Woods 
and Plantations. 

Of the 4,785,241 acres given asunder “Bog, Waste, Water, Sec.” in 1886, 1,706,610 
acres were enumerated as “Bog and Marsh,” 2,228,420 acres as “Barren Mountain 
Land,” and 850,211 acres as “Water, Roads, Fences, &c.” Compared with 1885 “Bog 
and Marsh” appears to have increased by 9,165 acres, “Barren Mountain Land” shows a 
decrease of 1,485 acres, and “Water, Roads, Fences, &c.,” an increase of 5,614 acres. 

The area and proportionate extent of each crop in 1885 and 1886, with the increase or 
decrease in the latter year, are given in the following Table (I.), from which it appears 
that, compared with 1885, there was last year a net decrease in cereals of 4,199 
acres, wheat having decreased by 1,471 acres, oats by 6,886 acres, and beans and pease 
by 438 acres, while barley inci’eased by 2,465 acres, and bere and rye by 2,131 acres. 

In green crops there was a net increase of 2,003 acres, potatoes having increased by 
2,555 acres, turnips by 2,339 acres, and mangel wurzel by 234 acres ; while cabbage 
decreased by 2,015 acres ; carrots, parsnips, and other green crops by 474 acres, and 
vetches and rape by 636 acres.

4 AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS FOR THE YEAR 1886. 

Flax shows an increase of 19,743 acres, and meadow and clover (as already stated) an 
increase of 59,441 acres. 

In 1886, 31*6 acres in every 100 under crops were under cereals, 24 - 3 under green 
crops, 2-5 under flax, and 41-6 under meadow and clover. 

Potatoes. — The tables in the Appendix relating to the potato crop point to several 
important conclusions. It will be observed (See Appendix, Table A, p. 65) that of the 
799,847 acres planted with potatoes, 79'8 per cent, belonged to one variety, namely, 
“Champions,” showing no appreciable difference in the percentage of this variety as 
compared with the previous year. Of the total area under potatoes 6 ’4 per cent, was under 
Flounders, 4 - 5 per cent, under Skerry Blues, 2-5 per cent, under White Bocks, 13 per 
cent, under Scotch Downs, 1-1 per cent, under Magnum Bonums, 1*0 per cent, under 
Kemps, and 3 -4 per cent, under all other varieties. It will be seen by a reference 
to Table C of the Appendix that not only was the Champion variety the one planted 
in greatest quantity, but that it was generally the most prolific in its yield. 

Table C also points out the best potato-growing districts in Ireland, and the 
varieties which appear to thrive best in particular counties. 

Of the total extent under crops in 1886, 83 - 8 per cent., or over four-fifths, were under 
three crops — oats (26‘3), potatoes (15*9), and meadow and clover (4T6).

Tables showing the extent of land under crops in 1886 by Counties and Provinces, and 
by Poor Law Unions, and from 1877 to 1886 by Counties and Provinces, are given at 
pages 22, 26, and 34 respectively. 

The extent of land under grass in 1886 ( exclusive of that under meadow and clover) was 
10,162,707 acres, or 50'0 in every 100 of the entire country, against 10,251,120 acres or 
50-4 per cent, in 1885. The relative proportions under grass in each Province were 
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in Munster 54‘8 per cent, in 1886, and 55’3 per cent, in 1885 ; Leinster 54’2 per 
cent, m 1886, and 54’9 per cent, in 1885 ; Connaught 47‘6 per cent, in 1886, and 477 
per cent, in 1885; and Ulster 42 - 6 per cent, in 1886, and 437 per cent, in 1885. 

Ihere appears to have been a decrease of pasture land in 1886 in Leinster of 07 per Grazing 
cent., in Ulster of 0‘5 per cent., in Munster of 0'5 per cent., and in Connaught of 07 Lanfl in 
per cent. 18SC. 

Of the counties — -Clare, Limerick, Meath, and Westmeath had each above 60 acres in 
everylOOoftheir entire area undergrass in 1886; Fermanagh, Kildare, Kilkenny, Roscommon, 
and Tipperary had above 55 and under 60 acres ; Carlow, Cavan, Cork, Leitrim, Long- 
ford, Queens, Sligo, Waterford and Wexford had from 50 to 55 acres; Antrim, Dublin, 

Oalway, Kerry, King’s, Londonderry, Louth, Monaghan, Tyrone, and Wicklow had above 
40 and under 50 acres ; and Armagh, Donegal, Down, and Mayo had over 30 and under 40 
acres m every 100 acres under grass in 1886. Only 32’6 per cent, of the total area of Donegal 
was enumerated in 1886 as under grass, while Meath shows the highest per-centage, 68'4.

Of the total area of Ireland (20,328,753 statute acres),* the land under grass in 1886 Division of 
was, as already stated, about one-lialf. It appears from the succeeding Table (II.) to have band, 1877 " 
increased from 49 ‘9 per cent, of the total area in 1877 to 50 ‘0 in 1886, but during 1886, 
the ten years the proportion of grass varied from 49'6 per cent, in 1881 to 507 per 
cent, in 1885. r 

In Crops a decrease has taken place in the ten years— from 5,265,901 acres in 1877, 
t0 5,034,115 acres in 1886, or IT per cent, of the total area. 

Fallow or uncroppedarable land numbered 16,950 acres in 1877, and l7,028acres in 1886. 

Woods and Plantations exhibit a slight increase in the decade, viz., from 329,536 
acres to 329,662 acres. 

In “ Bog, Waste, Water, &c.” an increase is shown— from 4,571,024 acres in 1877, 
to 4 78o,241 acres in 1886, or 1’0 per cent, of the total area. It must be borne in mind, 
that since 1877 the area under this head includes a large quantity of coarse mountain 
pasturage which may have been formerly returned as Grass.

Trom this it appears that there are five counties with upwards of 100,000 acres under 
Bog and Marsh, viz.: Mayo, with 299,367 acres, or 227 per cent, of its entire Iiog and 
area ; C-alway, 225,727 acres, or 15*0 per cent,; Donegal, 171,521 acres, or 14'4 per Marsh, 1886 
cent.; King’s, 113,465 acres, or 23‘0 per cent., and Kerry, 119, S56 acres, or 10'3 per cent, 
ihe following counties contain the smallest area under “ Bog and Marsh,” viz. Dublin, 

1,334 acres, or 0-6 per cent, of its entire area; Louth, 2,914 acres, or 1-4 per cent.; Down’ 

5,766 acres, or 0’9 percent; and Carlow, 6,318 acres, or 2'9 per cent.; 676,670 acres in the 
i ^ or ) nau ght, or 16 - 0 per cent, of its entire area, are returned as under “ Bog and 
Marsh, including 82,975 acres, or 14'2 per cent, of the County Roscommon, in addition 
to the large extent in Mayo and Galway as before mentioned.

“Barren Mountain Land” covers an area of 100,000 acres and upwards in the following 
six counties, viz. : — Donegal, 338,168 acres, or 28‘4 per cent, of its entire area; Kerry, 
264,249 acres, or 22’8 per cent. ; Galway, 246,003 acres, or 16’4 per cent. ; Dork, 
232,198 acres, or 12'6 per cent; Mayo, 260,319 acres, or 19*7 per cent. ; and iyrone, 
110,843 acres, or 14'2 per cent. 

l8 - 9 per cent, of Wicklow, or 94,347 acres, 15'5 per cent, of Sligo, or 70,014 acres, o 5 
per cent., or 68,164 acres of Tipperary, and 16‘7 per cent., or 76,137 acres of Waterford 
are under “ Barren Mountain Land.” The counties containing the smallest area under 
“Barren Mountain Land” are Meath with 414 acres, or 0'1 per cent. ; Longford, . 1 >3 0 2 
acres, or 0’5 per cent. ; Westmeath, 613 acres, or 0T per cent, of its entire area ; Kildare, 
1,730 acres, or 0'4 percent. ; and Roscommon, 3,253 acres, or 0'6 per cent. Only 190,799 
acres, or 3 - 9 per cent, of Leinster are returned as being under “Barren Mountain Land, 
while 748,730 acres, or 12’6 per cent, of Munster; 672,000 acres, or 12'6 per cent, of 
Ulster; and 616,891 acres or 14-6 per cent, of Connaught are so returned. 

Very little variation is exhibited in the proportionate area under “Water, Roads, 
Fences, &c.” in the several counties and provinces. In the counties the highest per- 
centage is 7-2 in Dublin, and the lowest 3 - 2 in the counties of Roscommon and Kerry 
850,211 acres (including 133,035 acres under water), or 41 per cent, of the entire 
area of the country, were returned in 1886 as “Water, Roads, Fences, (kc.

A table showing the division of land by Poor Law Unions is given at pages 19 and 20. . 

According to the returns for 1886, the number of separate holdings was 564,352, being 
961 less than in the previous year. The holdings which increased in number were 
those “ above 5 and not exceeding 15 acres” by 958 ; those “ above 30 and not exceeding 
50 acres” by 452 ; those “above 50 and not exceeding 100 acres” by 122 ; those “above 
100 and not exceeding 200 acres” by 88; those “above 200 and not exceeding500 acres by 
70; and those “above 500 acres” by 12. The holdings which decreased in number 
were — those “ not exceeding 1 acre ” by 1 ,891 ; those “ above 1 and not exceeding 5 acres 
by 689 ; and those “above 15 and not exceeding 30 acres” by 83.

Note.— T he information for 1841 and 1851, resp asUYely. has been obtained from the Census Reports for those years ; and that for the 
subsequent periods from the Agricultural Statistics. 

An Extract from the Paper above referred to was printed in the Agricultural Statistics Reports for 1884 
and 1885. 
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A table showing the number of holdings, by classes, for each Poor Law Union, in 1886, 
will be found on pp. 19 and 20. 

The number of separate holdings in each county and province, in 1885 and 1886, is 
given by classes in Table III. at page 8. 

As in many instances landholders occupy more than one farm, and as, in other cases, 
farms extend into two or more townlands — the portion in each townland being enume- 
rated and classified as a separate holding — it has been considered desirable, with the 
view of ascertaining the number of Occupiers , and of classifying them according to the 
total extent of land held by each, to obtain a Return of the number of persons having 
more than one farm or holding. Each Enumerator is therefore required to furnish the 
name of every land-holder residing in his district who has two or more farms, or 
whose farm extends into two or more townlands, together with the area of each portion, 
and the locality in which it is situated. The number of actual occupiers in 1886 thus 
arrived at is given in Table IV., page 9, by counties and provinces. On comparing the 
results in this Table with the figures given in Table III., it appears that in 1886 there 
were 564,352 holdings in the hands of 522,277 occupiers.

The number of occupiers of land in 1886 was 522,277, being 721 more than in 
the previous year. 

Excluding those holding land “not exceeding one acre,” who are to a great extent merely 
occupiers of small gardens, they numbered 475,082 in 1886, or 2,553 more than in 1885. 
There has been an increase in each province ; — in Munster there was an increase of 
695 — from 98,468 in 1885 to 99,163 in 1886; in Leinster, of 756 — from 92,331 in 
1885 to 93,087 in 1886 ; in Connaught of 390 — from 109,330 in 1885 to 109,720 
in 1886 ; and in Ulster of 712 — from 172,400 in 1885 to 173,112 in 1886. The increase 
in occupiers holding land above 1 and not exceeding 50 acres was 2,021, and the number 
holding land exceeding that acreage increased by 532.

* r The number of holdings “above 1 and not exceeding 5 acres” diminished greatly 
between 1841 and 1886. In Leinster the decrease was 64-3 per cent.; in Munster 817; 
in Ulster 80'4 ; in Connaught 87’3 ; and in all Ireland 80'3 per cent. 

In the same period holdings “above 5 and not exceeding 15 acres” also diminished in num- 
ber ; the decrease in all Ireland was 37'6 per cent. ; it was — in Leinster 44T per cent. ; in 
Munster 69'4 ; in Ulster 33'5 ; while in Connaught these holdings increased 3*1 per cent. 

Holdings “above 15 and not exceeding 30 acres” increased 87 per cent, in Leinster;

■cent, in Munster ; while in all Ireland they increased 69'9 per cent.

351*2 in Ulster; 428*0 in Connaught ; and 234*8 per cent, in all Ireland. 

The total number of holdings “above 1 acre” decreased between 1841 and 1886 by 21*7 
per cent, in Leinster ; 32*6 per cent, in Munster ; 22*1 in Ulster ; and 25*5 in Connaught. 

The total number of holdings in Ireland “above 1 acre” was 691,202 in 1841, 570,338 
in 1851, and 516,499 in 1886, showing a decrease of 174,703 or 25*3 per cent, in the 
period between 1841 and 1886.

PART II.— THE PRODUCE OF THE CROPS, 

The Tables relating to the produce of the crops have been carefully compiled from 
information obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and of the Metropolitan 
Police from practical farmers and other persons qualified to form an opinion as to the 
yield in that Poor Law Electoral Division , for which they were requested to afford the 
information. The names and residences of the parties so co-operating and assisting are 
stated by the Enumerators on the Returns. ° 

Prior to 1856 the rates of produce were procured for Constabulary districts instead 
of Poor Law Electoral Divisions as at present. The latter arrangement was adopted in 
1856, with a view to insure greater accuracy in the Returns ; the Poor Law Electoral 
Division being of much smaller area, an increased number of average rates was obtained, 
and thus additional means were afforded for arriving at a more accurate return of the 
actual produce of the several crops. 
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Comparing the total produce of the crops in 1886 with the total in 1885— the returns Total pro- 
for this year are of a favourable character. In Cereal Crops, an increase is shown in ducein 1885 
oats of 244,936 cwts., and in rye of 16,040 cwts. There is a decrease in wheat of and 1886 - 
90,062 cwts. ; in barley of 111,551 cwts. ; in bere of 519 cwts.; in pease of 287 cwts. ; 
and in beans of 16,750 cwts. 

In Green Crops, potatoes show a decrease in yield of 508,014 tons in 1886 com- 
pared with 1885, and cabbage of 9,364 tons; while there is an increase of 422,692 tons in 
'turnips, and of 5,858 tons in mangel wurzel and beet root. 

Flax shows the large increase of 448,143 stones of 14 lbs., and hay an increase of 
1272,63 7 tons. 

The yield per acre of cereal crops in 1886 compared with that of 1885 shows an Estimated 
increase in oats of 0 - 3 cwt., and in bere of 0‘4 cwt. ; while wheat exhibits a decrease of ave ™g® 

0 - 9 cwt. ; barley of 0‘8 cwt.,; rye of T1 cwt. ; and beans of 1'7 cwts. In other crops acre hTlS&s 
: — turnips increased by 1*4 tons; mangel wurzel by 0‘1 ton; and hay by OT ton. and 1886. 
.Potatoes show a decrease of 0‘ 7 ton, and flax a decrease of 1'2 stones. 

The total produce of the several crops in 1885 and 1886, and the increase or decrease 
;in the latter year, are given in Table VI.; the average produce per statute acre in 
Table VII.; aind in Table VIII. are given the total extent under each of the principal 
crops, the estimated average yield per statute acre, and the total produce, for each year 
from 1877 to 1886, inclusive.

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f At the period of the enumeration in 1886, the total number of horses in Ireland Number of 
was 549,204, being an increase of 2,060 compared with 1885. There was an increase of Llve Stock * 
449 in the number ‘‘two years old and upwards,” of 2,523 in the “one year old, 
and under two,” and a decrease of 912 in those “under one year.” 

Mules numbered 29,095, being 191 less than in 1885, and asses 196,245, being a 
decrease of 925 as compared with the previous year. 

Horses, Mules and Asses taken together numbered 761,340 in 1877, and 774,544 in 
1886, being an increase of 13,204 or 1*7 per cent. 

Cattle numbered 4,183,924 in 1886, showing a total decrease of 44,927 as compared with 
the number enumerated inl885 ; in the “two years old and upwards ” there was an increase 
of 4,786 ; there was a decrease of 743 in those “one year old and under two ” and of 48,970 
in those “under one year.” Taking the ten yearsl877 to 1886, cattle decreased in number 
from 3,997,598 in 1877, to 3,985,120 in 1878, rose to 4,067,778 in 1879, and to 
4,228,851 in 1885, but decreased to 4,183,924 in 1886, as already stated. 

Sheep amounted to 3,366,043 in 1886, showing a decrease of 112,013, as compared with 
the previous year ; the “one year old and upwards” decreased by 62,415, and those 
“ under one year ” by 49,598. 

Comparing 1877 with 1886 there has been a decrease in the number of sheep from 
3,987,509 in the former, to 3,366,043 in the latter year. 

Pigs were returned as 1,263,142 in 1886, showing a decrease of 5,950, or 0*5 per 
cent, as compared with the previous year. The “ one year old and upwards ” increased 
by 179 and those “ under one year ” decreased, by 6,129. 

Comparing the number of pigs returned in the ten years from 1877 to 1886, the highest 
number, 1,468,712, was enumerated in 1877, and the lowest, 850,269, in 1880. 

Goats numbered 266,176 in 1886, being 1,739 more than in 1885, and 1,121 less 
than in 1877. 

The number of poultry in 1886 was 13,909,822, being 59,290 more than in 1885, and Poultry. 
343,739 more than in 187 7. Of the 13,909,822 poultry in 1886, 814,955 were turkeys ; 

2,062,734 geese ; 2,856,407 ducks ; and 8,175,726 ordinary fowl. 

Compared with 1885 turkeys increased by 3,571, geese decreased by 71,500, ducks by 
5,051, and ordinary fowl increased by 132,270.

ENTIRE HORSES. 

Table D in the Appendix relating to Sires shows an increase in Thoroughbreds and 
Half-breds for all Ireland in 1886 as compared with 1881 (the date of the last Return 
on the subject), and a decrease in all other breeds. 

From an Analysis of the Entire Horse Return it will be seen that the number of 
“ Thoroughbred ” horses (331) exhibits an increase of 88 between 1881 and 1886. Of this 
increase 41 were under the head of “imported,” and 47 under that of “bred. in Ireland.” 

With regard to those returned as “ Half-bred ” (453) the table shows an increase of 147 
between 1881 and 1886, following a decrease of 236 between 1875 and 1881. Of this class 
the number imported was only 9, while the home-bred numbered 444, an increase of 146 
on those returned in 1881. 

The “ Clydesdale ” class decreased by 21 between 1881 and 1886, the respective num- 
bers being 31 1 and 290 ; the imported horses decreased by 25 ; while those bred in 
Ireland increased by 4. The home-bred Clydesdales show an increase of 99 as com- 
pared with 1875, and of 156 as compared with 1864. 

The “ Suffolk Punch” breed numbered 73 in 1886, being a decrease of 31 since 1881, 
and of 53 since 1875. The number imported is 13, being a decrease of 2 since 1881, 
and the number “ bred in Ireland” shows a decrease of 29 as compared with 18.81.. 

The “ Draught Horses ” have decreased from 75 in 1881 to 37 in 1886, or 38 between 
the two periods. The number bred in Ireland of this class decreased by 33 between 
1881 and 1886, and the imported decreased by 5. Between 1875 and 1881 the 
home-bred “ Draught” horses decreased by 65, and the imported increased by 2. 

Under the head “ All other Breeds ”* there is a decrease of 66 as compared with 
1881, and of 15 as compared with 1875. 

Compared with 1881 the number of Home-bred Stallions of all breeds increased 
by 71 and the imported by 8. 

The total number (1,230) of Sires of all classes in Ireland, in 1886, shows an increase. 
of'79, or 6‘9 per cent, as compared with 1881 ; but a decrease of 246, or 167 per cent, 
as compared with the number in 1875.

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Exports and Imports op Live- Stock. 

With the view of giving a more accurate idea of the number of live stock produced Reports of 
in Ireland the following statement has been extracted from the' Statistical Returns Live Stock 
published in the Report under the “ Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 1878, Ireland.” 

Number of Cattle, Sheep, and Swine, exported from Ireland to Great Britain during 
each of the twelve years 1875-86 : — 




From the foregoing it is evident that some of the younger animals included in the 
Statistics of Exports must of necessity escape enumeration in June of each year when 
the returns of live stock are collected for this Department. Viewing the number of 
animals exported in relation to those enumerated it will be observed that in. cattle the 
number exported bear a relation of 17'1 per cent, to those enumerated in 1886, as 
compared with 151 per cent, in 1885 ; in sheep 2l'8 per cent, as compared' with 18-1 
; per cent.' in 1885 ; and in pigs 33'4 per cent, as compared with 31*4 per cent, in 1885. 

From the same Report it appears that the number of horses exported in 1886 
amounted to 28,779, equal to 5 -2 per cent, of those enumerated. 

It also appears that during the same period there were imported into Ireland, 2,472 Imports of 
;horseS, 1,232 cattle, 21,854 sheep, and 134 pigs. Livestock. 

Produce op Honey in 1S85. 

In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics for 1886, Returns were obtained of the Produce of 
amount of Honey produced in the year 1885, and of the number of swarms at work. Honey in 
Tables compiled from the information contained in these Returns are given in the 1885 ' 
Produce Report presented to Parliament last year. 



SCUTCHING MILLS IN IRELAND. 



The number of Mills for scutching Flax in Ireland in 1886 was 1,053, being a decrease Scutching 
of 39 compared -tfith 1885, and of 179 in the ten years, 1877-1886. 1,033 of these Milk 1886. 

Mills in.1886 were in Ulster, 8 in Munster, 5 in Connaught, and 7 in Leinster. There 
were 444 Mills with from 1 to 4 stocks ; 306 having 5 or 6 ; 259 with from 7 to 12; 40 
having from 13 to 18, and 4 having above 18 stocks; 853 were worked by water power; 

134 by steam ; 65 by water and steam ; and 1 by horse-power.

Agricultural Machines. 

Agricultural Machines. — A Return of the number of Agricultural Machines in 
Ireland was taken in connexion with the Agricultural Statistics for 1886. On page 77 
will be found a Table showing the numbers of the different kinds of these Imple- 
ments in 1865, 1875, L881, and 1886. 
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THE WEATHER. 

In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract 
(Table XIII.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey 
Office in the Phoenix Park during the year 1886 : — 

The barometer stood highest in 1886, on the 24th November, at 9 P.M., air calm, when it was 
30781 inches ; it was lowest at 3.45 p.m. on 8th December, when it was 27766 inches, the lowest 
on record at the Ordnance Survey Office. The highest temperature of the air during the year was 
78’8 degrees of Fahrenheit on 2nd July, and the lowest 103 degrees on 4th March. The greatest 
quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 hours) was 1740 inches, on 15th October, the wind being 
S.S.W. The point from which the wind chiefly prevailed was the W. ; it blew from that direction 
on 82 days, at 9 A.M., with an average pressure of 2'51 lbs. per square foot. The strongest wind was 
from the S., on the 8th December, when the pressure was 8 0 lbs. per square foot.

through being damaged and unsuitable for malting. 
Potatoes, though showing a fair average, are getting 
diseased, and will, it is considered, be a bad crop 
through the continued wet weather. Carlow D . — 
The favourable season had much to do with the good 
hay crop and harvest this year. The produce of the 
various crops was decidedly good. 

Dublin County. Glontarf D.— I believe the good 
yield this year is attributable to the generally favour- 
able season. College-street D. — The average is the 
same as last year, except meadow, which is something 
better than last year. They attribute it to the wet 
season. Dundrum £>. — In > this . very favoured dis- 
trict, so convenient to good markets and eveiy facility 
for obtaining manure, few remarks are necessary. The 
crops, as far as I can judge, are all fully average. The 
grain crop, not extensively sown, very good both in 
quantity and quality, of corn and straw. Meadows, I 
should say, more than average, and well saved. Green 
crops also good. Potatoes, a very promising crop, but 

from the heavy rainfall the last month — not dug in 

many places. Indeed, this crop was particularly late 
this season. I anticipate a good yield, even allowing 
for the heavy loss from most unseasonable weather 
when saving. Even here I hear many farmers bewail- 
ing the deterioration of the land, and ascribing it to— 

I believe the true cause— the inordinate use of special 
manures on the tillage land, without the good farm- 
yard manure, as formerly used. The unbroken graz- 
ing and dairy lands suffer in the same way from want 
of "top-dressing or care of any kind. Of late years the 
very high price of straw tempted the sale to the 
detriment of the land, and the cattle, which are often 
short of provender in consequence of this very fatal 
policy of selling the straw. Kingstown D.— From 
inquiries made by the enumerators from the principal 
laud-holders in my district, there are no complaints, 
except that the potato crop is not so good as in latter 
years, owing to the lateness of the season and dry 
weather. Lucan D. — I have nothing unusual to 
observe as to the produce returns of this district. 
llalhmines D.— The yield of the crops in general is 
better this season than last. Hay is considerably 
better ; turnips a much better crop ; mangel wurzel 
also better. Potatoes of every description better than 
last year, except Skerry blues, which are now rarely 
planted in this district. Cabbage is a good crop this 
season. Oats and wheat are better, and green vetches 
for feeding purposes have been an exceptionally good 
crop this year. The farmers and growers say that tho 
probable cause of the crops being better this season than 
last is that this season has been very favourable to the 
growth of every description or kind of crop. The 



average yield of the crops in this district will be a bad 
guide to the general yield throughout the country, as 
the crops are specially grown here to supply the 
Dublin market. 

Kildare County. Atliy D. — Hay, oats, and barley 
are good crops generally throughout this district, at- 
tributable to favourable season at growing period, the 
spring being a late one. Turnips, mangolds, and carrots 
were good crops, moisture and heat suiting at growing 
period. Potatoes are not so good a crop as last year, 
the yield generally lighter and the quality not so 
good — too much rain for past few months. Kildare D. 
— Produce of all kinds abundant, but difficult to save 
owing to the unsettled weather. Naas D. — On the 
whole the crops in this district have been very fair. 
The hay crop was very good, but bad weather some- 
what interfered with its being well saved, still hay is 
plentiful and' cheap. The potato crop promised very 
well, but the late wet weather has done it very consider- 
able damage. The coi-n crops were on the average good 
and have been saved in fair order. The root crops 
are all good. The wet weather this summer has greatly 
damaged wliat would have been otherwise a very 
«ood yield of every description of crop. Rohertstown 
n . — I attribute the heavy yield of hay to the favour- 
able rains which fell in spring, and the season also 
generally favoured potatoes, which are a good average 
crop. Oats suffered a good deal by the late rain, and 
the green crops were favoured by them on the other 
hand. 

Kilkenny County. Callan I). — The yield of the 
various crops in this district is below the average. I 
think that this is attributable to no other cause than 
unfavourable weather ; the spring was cold and late ; 
the early summer was so dry that the crops made 
very little growth, and from early in July up to tho 
present time there has been almost constant wet 
weather, and in consequence the harvesting of the 
crops has been greatly interfered with. Of the cereals, 
wheat has suffered least and barley most, the rain at 
time of harvest having in many cases rendered the 
latter crop almost valueless. Early hay-crops were 
very good and well-saved, but the late crops were 
generally lost, the weather being too wet to save 
them. The potato crop, although not up to the 
average of recent years, is pretty good, and there has 
been very little disease. Castlecomer D. — All the 
crops, both cereal and root, are tins year below the 
average both in yield and quality — but especially in 
the latter. The potato crop has been greatly injured 
by the almost constant wet weather which has pre- 
vailed from middle of July up to the pi-esent Barley 
has also suffered severely from same cause, and the 
price for it is unprecedentedly low, and in many in- 
stances it is unsaleable. First-crop hay is a fairly good 
crop both in yield and quality, but old meadow hay 
has boon greatly injured, and in some instances com- 
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pletely ruined by the incessant wet weather. Turnips 
and mangolds are also below the average from same 
reason, and weather previous to July having been, on 
the contrary, dry and rather harsh. Oats have not 
suffered so much, but are below the average. Prior to 
the middle of July all the crops, except perhaps turnips, 
were most luxuriant in growth and condition, and 
promised to be much above the average ; but the sub- 
sequent inclement weather was disastrous. A con- 
siderable factor in the case is the imperfect method of 
farming pursued by many farmers, and their neglect to 
properly drain their land, and to keep the drains and 
ditches properly cleansed. Johnstown D. — T beg to 
state that as the result of my inquiries, I understand 
that the yield of the various crops is below the average 
both in quantity and quality this year, and that this 
is due to the wet weather during the autumn. Kil- 
kenny D. — The actual yield of all crops appears to 
have been up to or over the average. The grain crops 
were much inj ured by the bad harvest weather. Barley 
especially is almost unsaleable. Prices all round are 
low. Pilltown D. — The bad yield of crops this year 
has been caused by the extreme wetness of the season. 
Oats appears a fair crop, but it would be better had the 
year not been altogether so wet. Hay was a good 
crop, but the season being wet at time of saving it, it is 
much damaged. In general, crops are not up to the 
average this year, owing to the unfavourableness of 
the season. Thomastoivn D. — The com crop in this 
district, though heavy, is in many instances of but 
little value on account of its being rotted by the con- 
tinuous rain during the harvest. With regard to the 
potato crop, the quality is also inferior owing to the 
constant rain for the last few months. 

King’s County. Edenderry D. — The good yield 
of crops must be attributed to the favourable state 
of the weather in the early part of the season. Fer- 
bane D.— There is a very fair average yield of the 
various crops throughout this district, owing to the 
season being favourable and the entire absence of 
disease or blight. Parsonstown D. — There appears 
to have been a good yield of almost every description 
of crops this year, due apparently to fine weather in 
August and September. Shinrone D. — The yield of 
crops this year was very fair, and would have been 
much better but for the almost incessant rain in the 
harvest time, which did an immensity of damage, 
particularly to the hay crop. Tullcmore D.— The 
produce of the various crops is under the average, 
which I believe is attributable to the wet season. 



This falling off is at- Province op 
tributed to the more than average fall of rain this year, Lbinstbb. 
especially in the spring of the year, which caused the • 

crops to be planted later than usual. Dwndalk D . — 

The yield this year has been quite up to the average 
as regards all crops grown in this district. 



Meath County. Athboy D. — The crops this year 
are fairly good. First crop hay was very good and 
plenty and well saved. Old meadow hay was a good 
crop, but very badly saved owing to the broken weather 
in July. The crop of oats is very good, but has suf- 
fered greatly from wet ; that is to say, the supply is 
good but the quality is poor. Turnips and other roots 
are, I believe, fairly good, and there was a good crop 
of potatoes. Prices of hay, straw and oats are very 
low, owing to the large yield and, perhaps, to the fact 
that they suffered from rain. Dunshaugldin D . — I 
consider all the crops about hero to have been more 
than an average yield, owing to the favourable seasons. 
Kells D. — There has been a very large yield of all the 
crops. The number of barrels of oats per acre far ex- 
ceeds other years, and oats are very cheap. Potatoes 
and turnips are also very good, and first crop hay was 
saved in extraordinarily good weather, and is very good 
everywhere. Navo/n D. — I consider the crops this 
year somewhat below the average, in consequence of 
the wet summer and autumn. A great deal of com 
has been much injured by rain, and the late meadows 
have been also damaged by the wet. The potatoes 
also have suffered severely, the incessant moisture 
having produced disease. Slane D. — The yield of 
every kind of crop, except potatoes, was this year a 
fair average. The wet weather of the last two months 
is considered to be the main cause of a bad yield of 
potatoes. Further, I beg to state that in this district 
I find it is the custom not to dig the potato crop gene- 
rally until the end of October, whereas in the North 
of Ireland potatoes are all gathered in at that time. 
This late digging may have something to say to the 
bad yield. Trim D. — On the whole the crops in this 
district have been good this season. Green crops 
especially are good, owing to the season at sowing time 
having been suitable. Hay appears to be a light crop, 
but most of the land is old pasture. Oats are good, 
although the wet of last month was unfavourable, and 
in some instances have suffered owing to farmers allow- 
ing them to remain stacked in fields too long. Potatoes 
have suffered from recent wet, but, on the whole, are 
a good crop. 



Longford County. Ballymahon D. — On the whole, 
crops of all sorts were a success and up to the average. 
Upland hay was particularly good, and good weather 
for rearing it was experienced. Old meadow hay 
suffered from the wet weather. Oats have proved a 
good crop, with plenty of straw. Potatoes have 
suffered from the rain of the past month, but not to 
any great extent. Turnips are a success. Granard 
D. — The yield of the various crops in this district 
has been good. The hay, though plentiful, is, owing 
to unfavourable weather, not as good as usual. Long- 
ford P>. — The yield of crops this year has been very 
good, owing to a most favourable season. The great 
difficulty tlxe farmers had to contend with was the 
wet weather at the period for saving the late hay crop 
and harvest. 

Louth County. Ardee D. — The hay crop has 
been very plentiful this year, probably owing to the 
dampness of the season. The barley crop is bad, 
straw short and yield very poor. The oat crop is very 
fair, yield good and straw long. The potato crop is 
an average one, but there is a good deal of disease. 
The turnip crop has been exceptionally good. The 
season, on the whole, was damp, which had an inju- 
rious effect on the potato crop, but, on the other hand, 
was favourable to the turnip crop. Drogheda D. — The 
yield in potatoes, wheat, barley and oats is not as good 



Queen’s County. Abbeyleix D. — I believe the 
various crops this year are a fair average on former 
years, but the quality of oats, barley, and wheat is not 
so good, owing to the wet season, and consequently 
the price is low. The potato crop is not so good as in 
former years, owing to the wet season, at least to the 
time the wet season commenced. The early meadows 
a good crop, the difficulty of saving late meadows de- 
teriorated the quality. Turf has been fairly well 
saved and is plentiful. All green crops are very good. 
Ballylinan D. — The crops of various kinds are good 
this year ; most of them have been well saved, though 
latterly under some difficulty, owing to the weather 
having broken. There are some portions still lying 
out on the fields unsaved, owing partly to the weather, 
but principally to the neglect and carelessness of the 
owners, coupled with their objection to hire labourers 
to help to save the crops while the weather was fine. 
Maryborough D. — The yield in oats and barley is de- 
cidedly above the average this year, which is accounted 
for by the favourable season. The same may be said 
of the hay, turnip and mangel wurzel crops. But 
there is a falling off in the potatoes. This is attribut- 
able to the late spring, and the champions are begin- 
ning to show symptoms of blight very generally, and 
to a large extent in some localities. Mountioth D.— 
The harvest is considered a very fair one — the com 
crops in particular — owing to the weather being favour- 
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able. Hay is also an abundant crop, and -would be 
better but tbe end of autumn became -wet, and there 
was a difficulty in saving it. Root crops are also good, 
the season being favourable. The potatoes are not as 
good in general as in former years, the spring being 
wet, and, besides, it is thought the champion is begin- 
ning to fail, and that a change of seed would be desirable. 

Westmeath Count?. BaUynaca/rrigy D. — The 
potato crop is a bad one this year in this locality, and 
I attribute it to the large quantity of rain in the 
months of July, August and September. A similar 
cause affected the hay crop, and it is very bad, except 
the first-crop hay, which was cut in the early season. 
The turnip crop is a good one as the season assisted 
it. Castlepollard D. — The crops in this district have 
been fair ; individual crops have been very bad, but 
have been counterbalanced by some exceedingly good 
ones. The above remarks apply to roots, potatoes, 
hay and oats. But for the very wet season they 
•would have been excellent yields. Delvin D. — The 
rates of produce are about the same as last year, ex- 
cept the potato crop, which is not so good, owing to 
the wet season. The champions are best, as a great 
deal of the other sorts blackened and rotted. Eil- 
beggan D. — I beg to report that all the crops grown 
in this district have been of full average, especially 
the hay crop, which may be attributed to the fine- 
ness of the season. Moate D. — All the crops in this 
district were fairly good with the exception of the 
potato crop, which is a good deal below the average, 
owing to the damp and mild summer. Mullingar D. 
— The yield of corn crops is small, owing to the wet 
weather not bringing them to maturity. The root 
crops average fairly, and I have no observation to 
make regarding them. There was a fine crop of hay 
in this district, but it was rendered very bad, in con- 
sequence of the wet weather, while saving it. Also 
there are some hundreds of acres of meadow in this 
district that were put up for auction and no price was 
offered for it, and it remains still on the ground un- 
cut. 

Wexford County. Enniscorthy D. — The poor 
yield of crops this year is to be attributed solely to the 
unfavourable weather that came at the critical time 
of ripening, and afterwards when saving the crops. 
Gorey D. —The summer just past has been a trying 
one in this part of the country ; the spring was very 
late indeed, much com not being sown till weeks 
later than the proper and usual period. Notwithstand- 
ing a period of great heat in June, harvest began very 
late, and before much of the corn was secured the 
weather became very changeable, sometimes wet for 



days together. Much com was left out in stook till 
October, and a little is even yet in the fields. Hay 
was a very fine crop, but most difficult to save ; there 
is not much of good quality, a good deal is still in the 
fields in cocks, a large percentage of which must be 
good for nothing as cattle food. The potato crop wiL 
probably be fair ; I don’t hear complaints of disease, 
but the larger part of the crop is still undug. The 
price of horned cattle has been low all the year, but 
sheep had a very marked rise in value some three 
months ago, which continues, though they are not 
quite, so high as at one time. New Ross D . — 
The potato crop is fair, but getting rather too much 
wet ; turnips are good. The grain crop has not been 
good, owing to the very wet harvest season. Taglvmon 
JD . — I believe the yield is not good owing to the 
wet season. Wexford D. — The hay yield has been 
vai-iable in this district, the weather being not favour- 
able, but I consider the farmers generally waste their 
opportunities of saving their crops when the weather 
improves. Some farmers have their hay perfectly 
saved and a good crop, and their neighbours months 
later had their hay still on the fields trying to dry it. 
The oat crop, I should say, has been under estimated, 
but the quality is not good, owing to the great 
amount of rain which fell in September from 1st to 
15th. 

Wicklow County. Bray D. — I beg to say that 
I cannot see any special cause for the good average 
yield of crops this year, beyond the fact that the spring 
was favourable to such ; and on the whole the summer 
was reasonably good. Dunlavin D. — The crops in this 
district are below the average this year, owing it is 
said to the season being so wet. Tinahely D. — The 
crops of oats, wheat, and barley (very little of the two 
latter in this district) yielded fairly, but they were not 
as well saved as in previous years owing to the un- 
usually wet weather. The potato crop was not nearly 
so good as last year, either in quantity or quality, in 
consequence of the cool wet summer. Turnips, mangel- 
wurzel, carrots, and cabbage crops yielded well, as the 
damp autumn was favourable for them. The first and 
second crops of hay have yielded well, and were well 
saved ; but hay that has been cut since 1 st of August has 
been very badly saved owing to the wet weather. Wick- 
low D. — I beg to state, although the harvest generally is 
not below the average ; the potato crop is neither good 
nor plentiful owing to inclement weather and the fact 
of the blight having set in rather earlier than usual. 
The rains have considerably injured the corn crops, 
but the hay has been good and plentiful, and cheaper 
than for some years owing to the favourable weather 
in the early part of the season. 
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Clare County. BallyvagJum D. — I regret that 
since there is no crop except oats in this district and 
hay, and a small quantity of barley, I can make no 
observation except that both the hay and oats seem 
very fair, and the farmers say the crop in each case is 
good. Ennis D. — There is a fair average grain crop, 
also turnip and hay crop this year, with only a poor 
■ average potato crop. The moist summer assisted the 
grain dfid hay crops, but caused a poor crop of potatoes, 
and caused a great deal of them to be diseased. The 
champion potato holds its own the best, but still has 
deteriorated in size and quality very much, which I 
attribute to the wetness of the season and want of 
sufficient manuring. Ennistimon D. — There was a 
fair average yield of the various crops in this district. 
Hay was a good crop and promised well, but the season 
for saving turned out wet, and consequently it deteri- 
orated in quality. Eillaloe D. — I beg to state that 
crops, on the whole, this year produced bad yield, 
owing to the wet weather experienced in saving them. 
Kilrush D. — With reference to the average produce of 



the different crops in this district, I beg to state, on the 
whole, the season was favourable, and the yield of the 
different crops generally good. Six-mile-bridge D. — In 
this district potatoes, turnips, mangel wurzel, carrots, 
oats, <&c., are not nearly so good as what they have 
been in past years, each wanting about one-third, at 
least, of being a fair average crop. The decrease, in 
my opinion, is due to the inclement state of the weather 
in the months of March and April last, which pre- 
vented farmers from getting their crops sown until the 
season .was far advanced, and to this with the cold wet 
summer and autumn which ensued may be traced the 
partial failure of the several crops. Hay has been an 
abundant crop, but in consequence of the wet season 
has been very badly saved, and a great deal of it is only 
fit for litter. With reference to the potato crop, the 
champions which produced such an abundant yield on 
their introduction to this country, are beginning to 
deteriorate ; this has been observed for the past few 
seasons. I believe an introduction of some other 
kind of new seed potatoes would be very beneficial. 
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fulla D. — There seems no question about the fact that 
the crops this year have not generally been up to the 
average, and that this is clue principally to the great 
amount of rain both in the spring and autumn. The 
oats in this district was fairly good and well saved, 
but large quantities of hay were utterly destroyed 
(and all, except a little which was cut very early, was 
more or less injured) by the heavy rains in August and 
September. The potatoes are not up to the average 
either in quantity or quality, and this is also attribut- 
able to the wet. 

Cork County, E.R. Ballincollig D. — In conse- 
quence of the wet season the produce of the harvest is 
neither so plentiful, nor so valuable. Charleville D. 

Owing to the unfavourable weather, all crops have 

not been as successful as to the yield, as on former 
occasions. Cork, North D. — The bad yield in oats, 
potatoes, &c., was caused by the very wet season, 
particularly the months of August and September, 
when harvesting operations were going on, also the 
lateness of the spring was very prejudicial; other 
causes may also have operated against a more pro- 
ductive yield. Cork, South D. — The bad yield of 
crops this year, is attributed to the wetness of the 
season. Hay which is a fair average crop is an 
exception. Fermoy D. — The season may on the whole 
be considered to have been a fair average one, but 
the quality of many of the crops was sadly deterior- 
ated by wet. Cereals and old meadow hay suffered 
most, but the potato crop was likewise affected, the 
tubers being small and very wet. Turnips and man- 
golds favoured by the moisture did well and may be 
considered good crops. Kanturk D. — The crops are, 
I believe, up to the average, and would have been 
better if the weather had continued fine. Kinsale D. 
— The crops in this district promised to be very good, 
but owing to the incessant rain in the harvest it was 
nearly impossible to save the grain crops, a great 
quantity of which has been lost, and what is saved is 
of a very inferior quality, for which the farmers are 
receiving small prices. The green crops are very 
fair. Mallov: D, — The crops in the district have been 
very fair, but owing to the continued wet it has been 
almost impossible to fairly save them. At the same 
time I must say that in the bulk of instances the 
farmers have themselves very much to blame for then- 
utter want of forethought and care in making proper 
provision for the saving of their crops when ripe. 
Middleton D . — The harvest has been abundant in this 
district, but has suffered terribly from the constant 
rain during the summer. Hay crop, more abundant 
than I have remembered it for many years, and selling 
at a low price. Oats and barley much damaged and 
depreciated in value by the impossibility of saving it 
properly. Potatoes — good crop, but not as good 

quality due to same causes. Mitchelstoion D. — The 
crops this year in this district are much the same as 
last year. Potatoes are not quite so good, and are 
not nearly as good food. Hay is something a better 
crop than usual, but in some instances not well saved 
in consequence of the wet weather. Turnips not much 
sown but well up to the average. Queenstown D . — 
The harvest promised to be very good early in tho 
reason and would have been a very good one but for 
the very heavy rain that fell. The hay was a very 
thick heavy crop, but owing to the rain it was not 
saved in time, and was very much injured ; oats, 
wheat, and all other crops suffered in same way and 
a large amount of each kind of crop was destroyed. 
More hay might have been saved if the farmers had 
employed labourers, but the farmers down here try 
and do all they can themselves, with the assistance 
of one or two neighbours, and will not employ labour- 
ers, as they would have to pay ready money. The 
rain overtook them and almost totally ruined a fine 
progressing crop. Youghal D . — The yield of corn in 
this district is below the average, and this is attributed 
to the exceedingly wet harvest. The corn did not 
mature properly before being cut, and after cutting 



was much injured by rain, in many instances rendered Province of- 
quite useless. Hay is a good crop in quantity, but Musbtbb. 
badly saved and inferior in quality. Green crops and 
potatoes are generally an average crop ; but in low and 
wet lands potatoes are not as good and firm as in past 
years, caused by the excessive harvest rains. t . 

Cork County, W.R. Bandon D. — The crops 
promised fairly, but the grain crop was very consider- 
ably damaged by the almost incessant bad weather. 

The green crop did not suffer much, and the potato 
crop appears to be a more than average good one. 

Bantry D. — The crops were considerably below the 
average. The season was very wet, and the harvest 
consequently suffered. There is not much disease in 
the potato crop, as far as I can learn, but the produce 
is below the average. Castletown D. — The crops in 
this district have not been up to the average this year. 

The sowing time was very wet, and the seed very 
generally failed. The hay crop was fair, taking into 
consideration the poor nature of the land on which it 
was produced, but owing to the months of August and 
September being very wet, a great deal was destroyed 
or depreciated in the saving. Clonakilly D. — As re- 
gards the crops generally the yield was up to the 
average, but as regards the grain crop, in consequence 
of the continuous and heavy rains it was nearly all 
lost. The barley crop, winch is extensively grown in 
this district, suffered most, and in nearly all cases was 
rejected by the brewery here. Dunmanway D. — The 
rate of produce of the potato crop has been about 
average this year. The oats crop, the principal one 
here, has been average in quantity, but bad in quality, 
owing to the constant wet weather during time of sav- 
ing the crop. This remark also applies to the wheat 
crop. The rate of produce of the root crops — mangel 
wurzels and turnips — has been above average, both in 
quantity and quality, owing to the excessive moisture 
during the late summer and autumn. Macroom D . — 

As a rule in this district, with the exception of the hay 
and turnip crops, the yield has not been as great as in 
the year 1885. The potato crop is much inferior both 
in quantity and quality, owing to the wetness of the 
season. The greater portion of the oats crop has been 
much injured through being cut in wet weather, and 
some of it entirely destroyed. The hay has not been 
well saved, and, although very plentiful, is of inferior 
quality. Millstreet D. — The yield of the various crops 
in this district appears to be very good, but the con- 
stant wet weather we have had at the time of sowing 
has so injured them, especially hay and oats, that the 
result will be a great loss to the farmers. Skibbereen 
D . — The harvest throughout this district has been a 
very bad one. The hay and corn have been badly 
saved, in consequence of the continuous wet weather, 
and the potato crop is nothing equal (as food) to that 
of last year. On the whole, I have arrived at the 
conclusion that the yield all round is a poor one. 

Skull D. — I think the bad yield of crops in this year 
may, very probably, be attributed to the constant rain 
of this summer. 

Kerry County. Cahersiveen D. — The fairly good 
yield in the potato, oats, hay, and mangel crops is due 
to the favourable season. Tho turnip crop appears 
poor, which I believe is owing to the land not having 
been sufficiently manured. Castleisland D. — The bad 
yield is wholly attributable to the wet season we have 
had. Kenmare D. — The principal crops in this dis- 
trict are potatoes, hay and oats. In some divisions 
there was a bad yield of potatoes, which is attributed 
to want of change of seed, but in other parts there 
was a very fair yield. There are very few bad 
potatoes. Hay was a fair average crop. The early 
cut meadows were well saved, but there was great 
difficulty in saving the late meadows owing to wet. 

The same may be said of the oats crop, which w$is of 
a fair average yield. Killarney D. — The yield of crops 
in this district is, as far as quantity is concerned 
greater than in previous years, but on account of the 
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wetness of the season the quality is bad. Killorglin 
j 0 . — The crops in general are very good in my district, 
but owing to the wet weather in the autumn some of 
them suffered loss in the saving, notably the hay and 
oat crops. Listowel D. — Hay, oats, and potatoes, owing 
to the wet weather, are not as good as in other years. 
Tralee D. — The chief cause of the bad yield in the 
potato and grain crops may be attributed to the fact 
that a great amount of rain fell in the summer and 
autumn months, which always militates against crops 
generally in a low lying district such as this is. 

Limerick Count?. Adare D. — The falling off in 
the average yield of most of the crops in this district 
is universally attributed to the unusually wet season, 
the month of May being dry when rain was required. 
Bruff D. — The potato crop this year has not yielded 
so good a crop as last, in consequence of the wet season. 
Kiljmnane D. — I beg to state that the harvest in gene- 
ral has not been so good as expected on account of the 
heavy rain ; the com, particularly in low land, did not 
come to perfection, making the produce poor and 
scanty. The green crops appear abundant, but the 
potato crop is not at all so good as last year neither in 
quantity or quality. Still it is expected there is a 
sufficient supply to prevent the poor from suffering 
want. Limerick ( Rural ) D. — I beg to state that the 
quantity of hay in the country this year exceeds any 
former period in consequence of farmers not being able 
to stock their land as usual, and consequently had to 
let it run to meadow. The bad weather in July and 
August spoiled a good deal of the hay. Oats are a 
fairly good crop, but selling at a low price. Potatoes 
yield about an average crop, but complaints are rife 
about disease in consequence of the constant rain during 
August and September. Green crops are above the 
average, as the moist weather suited them. Barley or 
wheat not grown in this locality. Newcastle D . — 
Owing to the constant wetness of the season in this 
part of the country potatoes are a very indifferent crop 
and have been much injured by the blight. Hay has 
been an average crop, but owing to same cause it is of 
very bad quality, being very badly saved, except such 
as had been saved in June and the first week in July. 
Oats also is of very indifferent quality owing to the 
same cause, but the yield was fair. New Pallas D . — 
In general, owing to the humidity of the season, the 
yield of the grain crop in the several electoral divisions 
is poor ; but the turnip and mangel wurzel are fair in 
consequence, more especially as the “fly" did not 
effect them. There was a good return of hay, but the 
constant wet season militated and prevented it being 
saved and rendered it almost unfit for food. Rathkeale 
D. — The cereal and green crops are far below the 
average, both in quantity and quality in this district 
this year, and the decrease has been caused by the in- 
clement weather which we have had since the com- 
mencement of August, 1886. The cereal crops have 
been unusually late this year, as may be seen by the 
quantity of oats lying out on the fields, in some places, 
up to the middle of the present month, and this is at- 
tributed to the inclemency of the weather, which has 
deteriorated the produce of all crops. The potatoes 
appeared promising in the beginning of the season, but 
the wet weather, which set in simultaneously with the 
blight, caused the stalks to wither and the potatoes to 
blacken prematurely, especially in low lands. 

Tipperary County, N.R. Borrisokane D. — The 
potato crop was very deficient in comparison with the 
last two years, owing to the fact that the disease 
appeared much earlier than usual, and before the 
plants were properly matured. Turnips were also 
deficient, probably owing to the fact that the weather 
at the time of sowing (June) was too dry. Hay 
was exceptionally good, owing to weather being 
suitable. Oats : — Crop rather below the average, 
owing to bad weather. Barley and other minor crops 
average. Nenagh D. — All crops gave a fair average 
yield except the potato, which has proved very un- 
sound and below the average, owing, it is thought, to 



excessive rains in Autumn, and the natural tendency 
of seed to deteriorate by repeated sowing in same soil. 
Newport D. — The crops in this district have been 
generally fair ; potato crop not so good as last year, 
but still fair — worst in mountainy districts — this pro- 
bably owing to want of sun. Cereals good crop, but 
considerably damaged by bad-saving weather, also by 
dilatoriness in saving. Roscrea D. — There is very 
little change in the various crops this year as com- 
pared with other years in this district. There is, 
however, a noticeable falling off in the potato crop as 
compared with last year, which is attributable to the 
advanced time in spring when the weather permitted 
its being put down, and the drought of June and 
July, which checked its growth, and the harvest set- 
ting in wet earlier than usual prevented this crop 
from yielding as well as in recent years. Templemore 
D. — The probable cause of the bad yield of the 
various crops may be attributed to the inclemency of 
the past few winters— almost a total absence of frost 
and snow to purify the grounds for tillage. Thurles 
D. — The yield of grain crops this year is considered 
good, but the quality inferior on account of the very 
wet season. The same may, I believe, be said of the 
green crops. 

Tipperary County, S.R. Ballynonty D. — The 
yield of the different crops in this locality has been fairly 
good this year, but from the continued wet weather the 
corn, &c., did not ripen evenly, and a great deal was left 
on the ground shaken by the storm. Potatoes have not 
done well except in dry ground, and are generally soft 
and bad for use. A large amount of hay has been lost 
this year for want of good weather to save it ; in many 
instances it is lying rotten on the meadows, and only 
fit for manure. Calm D. — The hay, oat and potato 
crops are not as good as in previous years owing to the 
season being so wet. There is hay uncut yet in this 
county, and more lying on the swarth. Carrick-on-Suvr 
J). — There has been a good yield of the various crops 
this year, but large quantities of hay, oats and pota- 
toes have been injured by the veiy wet weather during 
the autumn. Cashel D. — The yield has been of an 
average nature requiring no special explanation. The 
crops, however, received great damage in collection, 
from the unfavourable weather prevailing during 
harvest time. Clonmel D. — The crops generally pro- 
mised to be very good this year, but those that 
would be liable to injury from excessive rain have been 
much deteriorated by the heavy rainfall during the 
last two months. Dundrum D. — Good yield of hay 
crop was caused by the constant moisture of the summer. 
Same remark applies to turnips and oats. Potatoes 
not so plentiful, as the spring was unfavourable for 
setting in most places. Tipperary D. — The yield of 
all crops was very good up to harvest time, but the 
weather has since been so bad that a great deal of hay, 
com, and potatoes have been lost. The rain fall has 
been exceptionally heavy. The rain fall which took 
place in the early summer caused the plentiful yield 
of hay and com. 

Waterford County. Cappoquin D. — I beg to state 
that had it not been for the very wet season the crops 
in this district would have been very good, both in 
quantity and quality. As it is the crops turned out 
badly, the oats especially being a failure, the wind and 
wet in the first instance prevented them ripening pro- 
perly, and afterwards when cut prevented the crop 
being properly saved. Dungarvan D. — The season 
hex-e was bad, and although the oats crop was good 
average, the severe wet weather during the harvest 
prevented it irom being safely saved. Other crops 
average. Potatoes I believe under the average in 
quality. I think one reason is that the Champion seed 
seems to be gradually degenerating in vigour. Port- 
law D. — With the exception of wheat, very little of 
which is sown in this district, there is an almost general 
decrease in the produce of all crops owing to the ex- 
cessively wet weather during the months of July, 
August and September. The heavy rain lodged the 
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oats and prevented it from coining to perfection. A 
largo proportion of the potato crop rotted in the 
ground from the same cause, even the mangel and 
turnip crops suffered from too much rain, as they threw 
up too much top. The yield of hay was good but 
nearly half the crop was lost owing to the web weather. 
The quality as well as the quantity of every crop was 



inferior. All with whom I have conversed on the sub Provincb of 
ject attribute this to the wet season. Waterford, D.— Munster. 
The yield from the various crops grown in this dis- 
trict this year was poor, caused principally by very un- 
favourable weather. I believe the land in many places 
has become deteriorated of late years in consequence 
of the use of too much artificial manures. 
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Antrim County. Antrim, D. — The general produce of 
the several crops in this district appears to me to be very 
satisfactory, and the large yield is owing to the favour- 
able weather which prevailed while they were growing. 
Ballymena D. — As a rule throughout this district the 
average rates of produce are much the same as last 
year. ° The potato crop is somewhat below the average 
of last year, which is attributed to the lateness of the 
spring and the blight coming on this season while the 
crop was yet young and unmatured. Oats is yielding 
much better in every case where the land had been 
limed. Ballymoney D. — The potato crop is about one- 
third under last year’s yield, attributed to the spring 
being late and wet. Hay and flax somewhat better 
yield than last year, caused by dampness of season. 
Oats also better than last year resulting from the 
weather being favourable about ripening time. The 
other crops are not marked by any increase or decrease 
from that of last year. Belfast, South, D. — The crops 
generally were average. The weather was cold in the 
early part of the summer, and the cereal crops were 
late, but plentiful. Carrickfergus D. — The rates of 
produce for the several electoral divisions in this dis- 
trict are rather below the average, owing principally 
to the wet cold seed time and spring. Lisburn D . — 
The cause of the good yield all round is owing to the 
exceedingly fair weather during harvest time. 

Armagh County. Armagh D. — The yield of the 
various crops in this district was about the average 
which may be attributed to the weather having been 
favourable for the growth of crops in general. Lurgan 
D.—I beg to report that the bad yield is attributable 
to the wet season. Newry D.— The crops through 
the district were a good average, but the late part^ of 
the harvest was most unfavourable for the gathering 
in of them. Porladown D.— The hay crop is more 
than an average on former years, in some part of this 
district, and is attributable to the fine harvest weather, 
potatoes are also a good crop, but in consequence of 
the late storm and ra i ns, a large quantity of them are 
rotting in the ground. Oats, &c., have yielded well, 
which is also attributable to the good harvest 
weather. 

Cavan County. Bailieborough D. — There is a good 
crop of hay this season, and generally well saved in 
this district. Turf is also good, the early part of the 
season being favourable to the saving of turf. Potatoes 
are a very fair crop ; they promised well in the early 
part of the season, but the wet in the latter part 
was unfavourable to yield ; it has also been mentioned 
to me that the champion seed is getting worn out 
from being sown year after year if not in the same 
ground, generally in the same locality. There was 
much difficulty in getting the oat crop saved, the 
yield will not be good owing to the very wet weather; 
in many places the grain did not fill properly and 
there is much of it out in the country yet owing to 
the wet, and the inability of the owners to get it dried 
and brought into the farm-yard. Flax did very well ; 
it is generally considered a fair crop. Turnips and 
cabbage are doing also fairly. Ballyjamesduff D . — T 
think there would have been a good yield from the 
crops in this district only for the great quantity of 
rain which fell during the last two months. The 
rain retarded the ripening of the crops, and interfered 
very much with the ingathering. Considerable quan- 
tities of hay and oats have been injured, specially in 



low lying land, and the quality has been seriously Pbovikcb < 
affected. There is not near so good a yield from UL f^ E - 
potatoes as there was last year, and the quality is not 
so good. Very little wheat is sown in this district. 

Flax has yielded very fairly. Turnips are a fair crop, 
but I am informed they would have been better only 
for the adverse season. Very little mangolds have 
been sown, but they have turned out a very fair crop. 

There is a large quantity of hay in the district, but 
much of it has been seriously injured by rain. Goman 
j) % There was a very good yield of hay, oats, and pota- 

toes owing mainly to the favourable spring, much 
of these crops has, however, been lost in this district 
through the recent floods. Killeshandra D. — The 
crops, especially potatoes and other roots, are up to 
the average. The recent rains have caused great 
destruction in the low-lying parts of this district, and 
many of the people residing there will be in a state of 
great poverty during the coming winter. Swanlinbar 

j) The yield in oats and potatoes in this district 

has been bad this year, owing to the wet and unfavour- 
able weather. The yield in other crops has, however, 
been quite equal to the average. 

Donegal County. Ardara D. — I beg to state that 
this district is very mountainous, and the land is very 
cold and wet, consequently the increase or decrease in 
the yield of crops altogether depends on the season. 

This being a favourable season of good weather, there 
was a little increase in the crops. Ballyshannon D . 

—The average produce, in this district, of the different 
crops is about the same yield as last year. I beg to 
add, so far as yet known, no failure in the potato 
crop has been observed. Buncrana D. — Crops 
generally fair, owing to favourable weather, wet and 
dry alternating favourably. Dunfanaghy D.— The 
crops in this district are above the average, owing to 
favourable spring and harvest weather. Some 
farmers of experience assert that a late fall of snow, 
such as in last spring, is serviceable. Dunglow D.— 

The crops in this locality have been better this year 
than they have been for some years, in consequence of 
the favourable season. Letterkenny D.— The crops 
generally are very fair this year. The potato crop is 
not quite so good as last year, owing, it is said, to 
some frost and unfavourable winds in the month of 
July, and also to rather much wet weather during the 
said time. Moville D. — There seems to have been a 
considerable falling off in the yield of champion 
potatoes towards last year’s produce. I can’t say to 
what attributable. Other produce has been a fairly 
wood crop. Raphoe D. — In this country the crops 
have generally been of a fair average quality, but 
owing to the heavy rains in the latter end of April, 
they were rather late and uneven in all the damp, 
weighty land. The summer was very favourable, and 
this proved most beneficial to all the crops cultivated 
in this district. There is nothing in the nature of 
the weather so beneficial for the potato and oat crops 
in this country as a dry, warm summer. However, 
these facts are generally well known, and I am unable 
to add anything that would be interesting on the 
subject. Rathmullan D.— The cause of bad yield and 
bad nature of potato crop is due to wet weather m 
this almost incessantly rainy climate, very bad land, 
and general carelessness in agricultural work. 

Down County. Banbridge D. — The yield of nearly 
all crops in this district has been fully up to the aver 
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age. Notwithstanding a very late and inclement 
spring, and the consequent difficulty of sowing in good 
time, the usual crops reared in this district 'were 
abundant and healthy. Were it not for the want of 
heat during the summer and the commencement of 
autumn the crops would have been more than average, 
and under this head I include oats, hay, wheat, tur- 
nips, potatoes, and flax. The latter crop was excep- 
tionally good, as the continual damp weather suited it. 
The harvest was unusually late, owing to a bad ripening 
season, and unless those who had small farms and a 
good supply of workers, in most cases the good promise 
was not realised, owing to the very inclement weather, 
and people found it impossible to save their crops dry. 
Downpatrick D. — The bad yield of the various crops 
arose in consequence of the late spring and harvest. 
Newtownards D. — Hay crop has been an abundant 
one, quality generally good, and more than an average 
crop. A good deal of the later crops were badly saved, 
owing to bad weather. The cereal crops, oats and 
wheat, more than an average crop, particularly as re- 
gards the oat crop ; but I regret to say a large propor- 
tion of the cereal crops have been seriously injured by 
the wet weather prevailing during the time of harvest. 
There is not much barley grown in the Ards district. 
Same remarks as to yield would apply as to oats and 
wheat. The potato crop abundant, but quality not at 
all as good as last year’s, owing to the excessive 
moisture. The turnip crop is a really good one in 
yield and quality. There is not very much flax grown 
in Ards district^ but I think the return was fully an 
average one. If the season of harvest had been blessed 
with line weather, the cereal crops, oats and wheat 
(principally grown in this district), would have been 
splendid, as the yield was very good; but unfortu- 
nately, as I said before, a great deal of corn has been 
seriously damaged from the excessive and almost con- 
tinuous rain. Rathfryland D. — The crop was, on the 
whole, a fair one, but that it would have been better 
but for the late spring, and the heavy rain which fell 
lately injured the outstanding corn crop. 

Fermanagh County. Derrygonnelly D. — On the 
whole, the yield of the various crops this season was 
up to a very good average. The quality of the potato 
crop is not at all as good as that of last year, a fact 
that may be attributed to the wetness of the early 
part of the spring of ’86 and the sharp frosts of the 
month of May. On account of the recent disastrous 
storm and floods oats, which at first promised well, 
were greatly damaged. These are the principal crops 
of this district. Enniskillen D. — As a rule there has 
been a very good harvest this year, owing to the 
favourable weather during the summer. There is a 
good crop of potatoes. A good deal of hay and corn 
wliicli was not gathered in in the low lying lands was 
destroyed by the late floods, causing serious loss to 
some farmers. Kesh D. — ihe principal crops in this 
district consists of flax, oats, potatoes, and rye. The 
cereal crops in general were well up to the average, 
but in many places were not properly saved, in conse- 
quence of the harvest being unusually late here, and 
the weather very unfavourable to those who cut early. 
The potato crop is not as good as last year, disease 
having appeared over a large area. I believe this 
to be due to their being left too long in the 
ground during wet weather, through the neces- 
sity of first saving the cereal crop. Flax, one 
of the principal productions, is above the aver- 
age, in consequence of the favourable summer. 
Lisnaskea D. — The crops this year have been on the 
whole a fair average, the hay crops being much 
over average. Potatoes slightly under last year’s 
crop, but still a fair crop. Mangolds, turnips, and cab- 
bage a fail - crop. Oats rather under average. No 
other corn crops grown extensively in this district. 
There is a considerable amount of badly saved hay 
in the country owing to the wet weather in August 
and September, and I believe the constant rain and 
want of sunshine in August and September is the 



cause of the deficiency in the oats crop, a large amount 
of which has also been badly damaged by rain and the 
recent storms. This year has been an excellent one 
for grass. For a long time I have not seen cattle in 
such good condition at this time of year as I see them 
at present in every fair. A considerable demand has 
sprung up for store cattle and springers, and milch 
cattle generally are dear, butter commanding a good 
price. 

Londonderry County. Coleraine D. — The yield 
of the various crops this year differs little from last 
year, except the potatoes, which are not so good, owing 
to the wetness of the season when planting, and a 
slight failure which set in about the latter part of 
their growth. Limavady D. — The crops in general 
have been fairly good, and, on the whole, up to the 
average. The potato crop is hardly as good as it was 
last year, owing, it is believed, to the lateness of the 
spring. The grain and turnip crops are something 
better than usual, owing to the favourable weather in 
the months of May ancl June, and the same remark 
applies to the flax and hay crops. Londonderry D . — 
The crops were rather good and pretty well saved ; 
the weather was generally favourable. Magherafelt D. 
— With the exception of the potato crop the crops in 
this district are about the same as in former years. 
The bad potato crop of this season is to be attributed 
to the very unfavourable weather at the end of the 
season, which hindered the crop coming to maturity. 

Monaghan County. Carrickmacross D. — I beg 
to say that the yield in the potato crop is 
deficient, as compared with last year, owing 
to the early appearance of the blight. The 
oat crop is bad and grain soft, owing to the excessive 
wetness of the season. Hay is a good average crop, 
though in many cases it has not been well saved. 
Turnip crop bad and small, owing to absence of heat. 
Clones D. — There was an indifferent yield this year 
in this part of the country, owing to a late spring and 
wet harvest. In the southern and midland counties 
the farmers were threshing the corn before they began 
to cut it here. Monaghan D. — The yield of the 
potato and oats crop is far short of what it was last 
year. This is owing to the late spring, too much 
rain during the summer, and a want of ripening in 
the autumn. The heavy rain of last month had the 
effect of diminishing the oats crop considerably, and 
damaging the potato crop. Turnips, mangolds, and 
flax are a fair avei’age crop. Hay is a good crop, but 
owing to the very wet weather it has been badly 
saved. 

Tyrone County. Aughnacloy D. — The yield of 
crops in this district, as compared with other years, 
is affected only by climatic conditions. In comparison 
of localities there is a more careful system of farming, 
and greater variety of crops, than in many districts I 
know of. Nevertheless, the system of farming is very 
defective. The soil, in many instances, is not tilled 
to a profitable depth, and the prevention of seeding 
of weeds not attended to. On the smaller holdings 
the want of a combination of lesser industries to fill 
up days and hours unsuitable for agricultural work ls a 
great blot. A great deal might be done to remedy 
this by the establishment of local societies in very 
restricted areas, say, as a rule, by parishes. Some 
money judiciously spent by Government in fostering 
these would not be lost. For instance the sending 
round of competent judges to award the prizes, and 
prizes offered for particular crops for a few years, 
until the best conditions of success were understood, 
would be a great stimulus to industry, and tend to 
take the people out of a wrong groove. Of course it 
is not within the limits of a report like this 
'to enter into full details, but it is clear 
to me that the large central exhibitions do not 
bring home to the people, who want it most, 
the possibilities of improving their position. 
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OBSERVATIONS ON THE PRODUCE OF THE CROPS IN 1886. ; 



Coohstown D . — The cereal crops in this district were 
fair. The yield would have been better had it not 
been for the bad harvest weather, and consequent in- 
ability to save the crops. The potato crop was below 
the average, the falling off being due to the bad wea- 
ther at planting time, and the early appearance of the 
blight before the crop had come to maturity. Dun- 
gannon D. — Owing to the wet season, the com crop 
is not as good as usual, especially any of it which was 
late. The potato crop is a fair one, but not as good 
as last year. The hay crop is very good. The root 
crops (mangold and turnips) are generally good. 
Newtovmstewart D. — It is hard to give any specific 



reason for the good or bad yield, further than the fa Province op 
vourable or unfavourable state of the weather. There Ulster. 
is very little change in the method of fanning each 
year about here. The early part of the year was 
favourable to grass and grain crops, but the latter part 
was unfavourable to potatoes, owing to the heavy 
rain. Omagh D. — The crops are all, I believe, of a 
fair average return, owing to good weather. Slrabane 

D. The crops in this district have been, on the 

whole, a fair average of former years, but the potatoes 
are not either as good in quality or quantity as they 
were last year. . The prices for marketable commodi- 
ties are much reduced.

for some years past. From 10 to 15 per cent, of the Provisos of 
potatoes are diseased, and the yield is not so good as Connaught. 
last year. Turnips and mangolds have done fairly 
well this year in this district. Ougliterard £>.— 1 The 
probable cause which principally renders the yield of 
crops in this district bad is the excessive rainfall. 

Porlumna D. — The crops are of average quality and 
quantity this year, and call for no special observations. 

Eoundstone D.— The various crops in this District, 
especially the potato crop, promised to be an un- 
usually good one this year, but owing to continued 
wet weather, late in the season, they did not give as 
good a yield as was expected. The small farmers in 
this part of the country do not seem to understand 
anything about the rotation of crops and so do not 
get as much value out of the land as they might. 

Spiddle D.— In Kilmurvey, Arran Island, the potato 
yield has been unsatisfactory, partly, I believe, from 
an inferior quality of seed as well as the natural 
poverty of the soil. The crops in other parts of the 
District appear to be normal. Tuam D. — The dim- 
inution in the yield of potatoes this year as compared 
with 1885, is due to the wet spring which seriously 
affected the heavy lands; the crops on light lands, 
well manured and got in early, are very good. The 
same reason applies to the cereal crops. 



Galway County. — Athenry D. — The average rates 
of produce of the various crops in this district have been 
very fair this year, and I am of opinion the good yield 
is due to the favourable weather. Battinasloe D . — 
The bad yield in the potatoes is attributable to late 
sowing in the spring, a moist season, and using the 
same seed as last year. It is considered the blight set 
in close on a month earlier this than last year. Oats 
is not up to the average owing to moisture. Hay, 
turnips, and mangels over the average, attributable to 
a “ dropping ” season. Very little of the other crops 
are sown in this locality. Clifden D. — This is a very 
poor district, and the chief crop grown is potatoes, 
which, I hear, is an excellent crop this season, which 
is attributed to the distribution of seed potatoes last 
spring by Mr. Tuke. Cloonhur D. — The yield of the 
various crops in this district has on the whole been good, 
which in a great measure has been caused by the favour- 
able weather we have had. I am also of opinion that 
more care has been taken in the tillage, &c. Dunmore D. 
— The generally wet season up to the present, has I am 
informed injuriously affected the oat and potato crops 
—the staple ones of the country. Nothing specially 
I believe to be said in the cases of other crops generally. 
Galway D. — The yield in the several crops is bad 
as a general rule, and is attributed to the cold wet 
season, which followed the severe frost in the spring. 
Gort D . — The chief crops in this distinct are oats, hay, 
potatoes, all of which have yielded remarkably well in 
this district. The very best oats are from 8s 4 d to 8s 
lOd. a barrel ; best first-crop ryegrass hay, for horses, 
can bo got for Is 10<i per cwt. ; potatoes of excellent 
quality are also sold here from 2f d. to 3c l. per stone. 
Barley is sparsely grown and the crop is good. Man- 
golds, turnips, carrots, and green crops generally have 
yielded well. There has been no sign of blight or 
other disease, and the harvest generally has been as 
good as the most exacting farmers could look for. The 
hay in this district was nearly all saved before the 
rains. Letterfrack D. — The good yield of the various 
crops in this district is due to the rather favourable 
weather we have had this last summer and autumn, 
and in the potato crop to the large quantity of fresh 
seed imported into the country. Loughrea D. — In 
some of the electoral divisions in this district the 
average produce is not very good, owing to late sow- 
ings. Where guano was used the produce was poor as 
regards the potato crop. I believe that a change of 
seed is always beneficial. I am informed that the 
champion seed potato is deteriorating but on the 
whole there was a fair average yield this year. 
Moylougli D. — The crops in this district — hay ex- 
cepted — are not so abundant as they were last year, 
and the cause I attribute to unfavourable weather 
during last spring, at seed time. However, on the 
whole, the crops, I think, come very near a fair aver- 
age. For the hay crop the weather was favourable 
until towards the end of the season, when rain set in, 
owing to which the quality of hay of late meadows 
suffered considerably. The crop is abundant, and 
hay is much cheaper in this district than it has been 



Leitrim County. Battinamore D. — The crops in 
this district are not generally as good as in former 
years. This may be attributed to the very wet weather 
which has been experienced here for the last two or 
three months. Carrick-on-Shannon D. — The only 
reasons I can assign for the good or bad yield of the 
several crops in this distinct are first, the weather, and 
second, the manner in which the ground has been 
treated. Drumahaire D. — The yield of the various 
crops in the several divisions of this district has been 
bad this year, and the cause is attributable to the 
almost constant rain during the season,' which had a 
perishing effect upon all description of crops. Manor - 
hamilton D. — The good yield is caused by the land 
being good and well farmed, and the bad produce 
is owing to the land being bad, poor, and cold, and 
the owners not being able to manure it properly. 
There is a large per-centage of the champion potato 
diseased this year with what is called the “ dry rot,” 
and I am of opinion a change of seed would do a 
good deal to obviate such a loss to the farmer and 
public. Mohill D. — Owing to the very unfavourable 
weather which prevailed during the harvest, the hay 
and potato crops declined in value. 

Mayo County. Ballaghadereen.—' Generally speak- 
ing there has been a good yield of all the crops this 
year. The yield of potato and hay crops might have 
been better on some lands were it not for the wetness 
of the harvest. Ballina D. — The probable cause of 
the yield of the crops, as shown in rates of produce 
returns, was the weather. Ballinrobe D. — The yield 
this year is good, and the quality of all, except hay, 
is good. This is due to our having had a little of all 
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Province op sorts of weather during summer. It spoiled the hay 

Connaught. w ith wet, but other crops were successful. Potatoes 
— were nearly lost owing to the late wet weather, but 
are now nearly all saved. Oats, 4s. 6 d. per cwt ; 
first crop hay, Is. 6 d. per cwt. ; straw, Is. 3 d. per 
cwt ; potatoes, 2 %d. per stone, are the market prices. 
Belmullet D . — The yield of the various crops grown 
in this district has been generally good, and this may 
be attributed to the favourable weather both in the 
spring and autumn seasons. The potato crop has 
been improved by the introduction of new seed issued 
by the Relief Committees. Castlebar D . — The yield 
of the various crops this season is good, due probably 
to the rains we had in the early part of the season, 
and the dryness when they came to maturity, which 
enabled farmers to obtain the full produce. No wind 
to injure grain crops, or wet in haymaking season. 
The blight has come on potatoes this season to a very 
small extent so far. Claremorris D . — There was a 
fair average yield of all crops this year. The 
oat crop seems somewhat above the average. 
Newport D . — I have no observations to make regarding 
the crops in this district except regarding the potato 
crop. The yield is not very good, owing it is con- 
sidered, to the very wet season in this part of the 
country, and the people depended greatly on the 
“ Relief Seed ” they got, and they to a great extent 
failed. Swineford D . — There is nothing to complain 
about in this district as regards the crops. Westport 
D . — The potato crop in most parts of this district has 
been good and other crops fair. The harvest on the 
whole has been considered a good one and the crops 
are well saved. 

Roscommon Countv. Athlone D . — The farmers 
regard the crops this season as fully up to the average. 



Boyle D . — The crops in this district generally have 
given a fair yield. The potato crop promised to be 
very large but was injured by the wetness of the 
season. Castlereagh D . — Owing to the wet weather 
the oats and potatoes are an indifferent crop this 
season. Mangel and turnips are fairly good. 
Roscommon D . — The harvest here has been plentiful. 
The hay supply was mostly saved early in the season 
when the weather was good. There is no appearance 
of potato blight, and oats are good. Strokestown D . — 
The yield of the various crops this year is not so 
good as last year. This is caused by the bad wet 
season. 

Sligo County. Ballymote D . — The yield of the 
various crops cultivated in this district is considered 
good, and although the season was rather wet, it was on 
the whole favourable for farming purposes. I believe 
the good harvest may be attributed to the favourable 
season and increased industry. Easky D . — The crops 
in this district are in general better than they have been 
for some years past, caused by the mildness of the 
seasons. Riverstown D . — The deficiency of the harvest 
this year I attribute to the wet season. The potato crop 
is only about half that of last year. The hay is not 
so bad, while on the other hand the oat crop is very 
fail - . Sligo D . — With the exception of the potato 
crop, the crops are fully up to the average. The late 
rains in latter end of last month did great damage to 
potatoes, large numbers having rotted in the ground 
owing to the wet. Tobercurry D . — The yield of the 
crops in this district is on an average with last year ; 
but owing to the recent gales and heavy rain, nearly 
half of the potatoes are rotten.
